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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1. This Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance is in response to the 
AMENDMENT submitted with filing of RCE on May 22, 2006. 

2. The pending claims 1-11, 13, 22-32, and 36-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Similar to the current invention, Barkan discloses an apparatus and method 
for sensing positional orientations of a portable terminal. Also similar to the 
current claimed invention, Barkan also discloses a portable terminal (501) 
including a housing having a plurality of housing segments, that is front 
segment (503) ("first segment") and upper rear segment (505) ("second 
segment"). The terminal (501) also includes a plurality of functions or modules, 
wherein each modules being encased in one of the housing segments (e.g., 
optical scanning component or bar code reader functionality ("first module") in 
the upper rear segment and touch display and input device functionality 
("second module") in the front segment). The terminal also includes a sensor 
(509a) to detect an orientation of the portable terminal (Abstract). Furthermore, 
Barkan also discloses that the first module, that is the touch display (503) and 
input device functionality (507) includes user interface features to enable user 
to input (via touch display 503) and to provide output (via touch display 503). 
Barkan also discloses the first module includes one or more user-interface 
features (e.g., buttons, touch display, etc) provided with the first housing 
segment as claimed in the amended claim 1. 
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Barkan discloses a second module (optical scanning component) located 
in the upper rear segment of the terminal (501), this module provides an 
audible output upon detection of a valid bar code read signal, thus this module 
will be able to provide output to the user as claimed. This module, however, 
does not provide user interface input means. Rather, the user input is initiated 
from the first module (via tapping the touch display 503), not from the second 
module (505). For example, the touch display 503 is used to activate the optical 
scan components with terminal 501b to obtain a read of optically encoded 
information, such as that contained in barcode 511. Thus, for this reason, the 
Barkan fails to anticipate claims 1-11, 13, 22-32, and 36-38. 

Thus, prior art neither renders obvious nor anticipates the combination 
of claimed elements in light of the specification.
